On July 1, 2013, the Office of tiie General Counsel ("OGC") mailed you a brief 
("General Counsel's Brief) setting forth the factual and legal basis upon which OGC was 
prepared to recommend that the Commission find probable cause to believe that your client, 
Taxpayer Network, violated 2 U.S.C. §§ 434(f) and 441d. On August 19,2013, you confirmed 
that your client did not intend to submit a reply brief and instead wished to settle the matter.
